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PREFACE, 


In preparing a Book of Hours for the Community of the Holy 
Name, the first intention was merely to simplify to some extent the 
ancient Offices. Experimental use, however, suggested various 
changes; and while Prime, None and Compline have retained the 
old form, the desire to use the Morning and Evening Prayer set 
forth by the Church led to Terce and Vespers being devoted to those 
services. Sext also was set apart as the especial hour for Litanies 
—the Litany used being always preceded by the Versicles, Responses, 
and prayers of the Sixth Hour. Again, the wish, on the part of 
those who were to use the book, to make the Gloria in excelsis the 
Hymn of Dawn, according to the probable use of the early Christians, 
led to that hymn becoming the central feature of the short office 
of Lauds. No apologies are needed for these alterations, as it was 
manifestly allowable for the Community (with the consent of its 
Superiors) to consult the wishes of its members in the formation 
of an Office-Book prepared solely for them. The book grew gradu- 
ally into its present form, is satisfactory to those who use it, and 
may perhaps be of service to others than those for whom it was 
originally intended. 

In compiling the Office-Book, many sources have been drawn from. 
The Litany for the Church is in great part a re-arrangement of that 
contained in the ‘Treasury of Devotion;” while material for 
the Office of the Holy Ghost was found in “Litanies and other 
Offices,” edited by Canon Carter. From the latter source came 
also almost entirely the Preparation for, and Thanksgiving after, 
Holy Communion. 

The Collects are nearly all taken from the old Service-Books — 
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the Sacramentaries of Leo, Gelasius and Gregory, the Mozarabic and 
Sarum Missals, and the ancient Eastern Liturgies. The translation is 
generally that of Canon Bright. Some of the Canon’s own collects, 
which imitate so successfully thei beautiful ancient models, have 
also been made use of, as well as a few prayers of Jeremy Taylor, 
Bishop Cosin and others. 

Care has of course been taken, in the selection of Psalms— 
whether for the days of the week, the Church’s Seasons, or for Holy 
Days —to retain such as the use of the Catholic Church, in one or 
more of its branches, has ever pointed out as the fittest. The 
“Treasury of the Psalter,” compiled by the Rev. Geo. P. Huntington 
and the Rev. Henry A. Metcalf, was a valuable aid in determining 
such use.

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governor marvelled greatly. 
Now at that feast the gover- 
nor was wont to release unto 
the people a prisoner, whom 
they would. And they had 
then a notable prisoner, called 
Barabbas. Therefore when 
they were gathered together, 
Pilate said unto them, Whom 
will ye that I release unto 
you ? Barabbas, or Jesus which 
is called Christ? For he knew 
that for envy they had deliver- 
ed Him. But the chief priests 
and elders persuaded the mul- 
titude that they ghould ask 
Barabbas, and destroy Jesus. 
The governor answered and 
said unto them, Whether of 
the twain will ye that I re- 
lease unto you? They said, 
Barabbas. Pilate saith unto 
them, What shall I do then 
with Jesus, which is called 
Christ? They all say unto 
him, Let him be crucified. 
And the governor said, Why, 
what evil hath he done? But 
they cried out the more, say- 
ing, Let him be crucified. 
When Pilate saw that he 
could prevail nothing, but that 
rather a tumult was made, he 
took water, and washed his 
hands before the multitude, 
saying, I am innocent of the 
blood of this just person : see 
ye to it. Then answered all 
the people, and said, His 
blood be on us, and on our 
children. Then released he 
Barabbas unto them : and 
when he had scourged Jesus, 
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he delivered Him to be cruci- 
fied. Then the soldiers of 
the governor took Jesus into 
the common hall, and gather- 
ed unto Him the whole band 
of soldiers. And they strip- 
ped Him, and put on Hima 
searlet robe. And when they 
had platted a crown of thorns, 
they put it upon His head, 
and a reed in His right hand: 
and they bowed the knee be- 
fore Him, and mocked Him, 
saying, Hail, King of the 
Jews! And they spit upon 
Him, and took the reed, and 
smote Him on the head. And 
after that they had mocked 
Him, they took the robe off 
from Him, and put His own 
raiment on Him, and led Him 
away to crucify Him.
